.25 00*0 guiltless, industrious German people were burnt alive at 
at Barmen in one night in consequence- of war-crimes on the part of the 
Allied in the Jest.Searching fire of allied fleers was directed against 
on t ose who got stuck in the softened asphalt-pavement of the streets, 
as also on those people who,while burning alive, threw themselves into the 
river Wupper, 

Is it therefore astonishing that the fomented German people cried for 
vengeance? The air attacks cf the Allied in the West cannot be called 
humane. 

In the above named proceedings there was the question of retaliation for 
war—crimes. But in t he main we German w omen and children have a right to 
accuse .We are the heavily injured,our children were.murdered with besti- 
ality.Gur parents were burnt alive. 

No pardon was given to us defenceless women and children in the open 
cities without any military character.All property was robbed from us 
civilians by a criminal conduct of the vmr. 

The Allied in the West were the first who waived the regulations of a hu¬ 
mane manner of warfare.Ror this reason the German Defence forces had no 
occasion to keep to them. 

from the moment when the Allied in the test commenced the heavy air at¬ 
tacks on the German civilian population (mostly women and children),there 
was no reason why the Germans should keep to international usages of war¬ 
fare. 

The war-fare of she Allied in the West was barbarous,their flyers were no 
longer soldiers but lent themselves as murderers,who declined pardon to 
old people,women and children. 

’.no lends his hand to such a mode of war-fare is a war-criminal. We German 
v/omen and childen demanded atonement fox these .cruelties. The Hitler-Re¬ 
gime was a Government System,chosen by the people.Its defence forces had 
to act according to the wishes cf the people who cried for atonement. 

The three landed flyers had deserved their death a hundred times. 

"'hen Dresden had to be made a reception camp for the fugitives from, the 
.vest and was filled with people the Allied in the V/est organized a reat 
attack on these people with phosphorous,incendiary bombs and bomb-carpets. 
Pardon was declined to the thousands of people. 

<e German women and children have a greater right to demand from the Al¬ 
lied in the West atonement for war-crimes.' I repeatedly say Allied in the^ 
sst because the Russians have acted much more humane. 

The Allied have much tc make up for respecting the German people.Number- 
hess valuable German men have recently been condemned to death,although 

without guilt. This must be stopped if a lasting peace in Europe is not to 
be endangered, 

Tne hatred of the Germans pay grow to Decome dangerous. 

Tne real political standpoint cf the Germans will nevei 
Allied in the West,They are only told what they want to 
avoid persecution. Is that what you call democracy? 

I am absolutely open-hearted and tell you everything as it is,even if it 
is not agreable to hear. 

If the misery and the wretchedness,caused by the murderous air attacks, 
are to be removed,in the first instance further losses of life among the 
Germans muet be avoided.
